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INTRODUCTION. 



TN presenting this manual for the domestic altar , a few remarks 
x on the motives to the observance of family prayer, and upon the 
best mode of conducting it, will be offered. 

The duty of maintaining the worship of God in the household, 
though not enjoined in express words, may be clearly inferred from 
Scripture. Job offered sacrifices continually for his children, lest 
they should have sinned against God. The patriarchs raised an 
altar wherever they had a tent. David returned from God's pub- 
lic worship to bless his household, Cornelius was a devout man, 
fearing God, with all his house, and praying always. And our 
Lord ministered habitually in the devotions of his family of disci- 
ples. And in the book of Jeremiah God threatens to pour out 
his fury upon the heathen, and upon the families which call not 
upon his name, thus ranking prayerless families with the heathen, 
and threatening both with his vengeance. From these, and other 
intimations of God's will, good men, in all ages, have gathered, 
that family worship was a duty, and have maintained it. 

And there is great comfort to be found in the observance. 
When death enters a family, or either of its members is languish- 
ing on the bed of sickness, or is absent, how consoling it is to have 
one of our own number, who can best enter into our griefs or fears, 
spread our common wants before a throne of grace ! So true is 
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this, that let a minister or Christian come into a prayerless family, 
at such seasons, and offer to pray, all will eagerly catch at the 
proposal, and feel it to be just the relief they needed. Yet if 
prayer be not habitually maintained, it will not be likely to be of- 
fered in the family on these special occasions. One of their num- 
ber may be sick unto death, and may ask another to pray with 
him, and yet though yearning so to do, the request will be refused, 
because he to whom it is addressed is not accustomed to pray be- 
fore others, and cannot summon courage to begin, even when a dy- 
ing wife or child entreats. True, all can pray in secret, in such a 
case, but that does not meet the want. No prayers are more fer- 
vent or comforting than those which parents, brothers, and sisters 
put up for each other, for the present or the absent, for the sick or 
the suffering, while kneeling side by side at the family altar. 
Scarcely a day or week passes in which something does not occur 
of great importance to the inmates of every house, which is little 
or nothing to all the world besides, and allusion to these things 
gives an interest to domestic devotions which can be found in none 
other. 

As a help in family government, this means of grace is most 
valuable. If those who are troubled with rude, headstrong chil- 
dren, whose waywardness gives them much sorrow now, and much 
anxiety for the future, did but know what a subduing, softening 
influence the daily worship of God has upon all the stronger and 
rougher passions of the soul, to say nothing of the grace it draws 
down to overcome them, they would gladly avail themselves of it 
as an instrument of domestic polity. What father or child can 
kneel down and pray against sin, and then rise and immediately 
indulge in anger, harshness, or severity towards other members of 
the household? The inconsistency would be so glaring that the 
sin or the prayer would have to be given up. It is scarcely possi- 



ble to joia iu family worship with angry feelings, and whatever 
disputes may have arisen, twice in each day 3 in praying families, 
will the hand of peace be laid upon them, so that their day must 
begin and end in harmony. And where this domestic worship is 
devoutly maintained it increases the affection of the members of 
the family for each other. A child will remember longer than any 
thing else, and with more tenderness, a father kneeling down and 
commending him to God ; and brothers and sisters, when separa- 
ted, will recall with softened emotion, those hallowed seasons when 
a parent read to them the Word of God, and then all nnited in a 
song of praise, or bowed in supplication. In families where God's 
worship is observed in a proper spirit, there is ever the greatest 
peace, unity, and kindred love. 

To give consistency and power to their own religious example 
and teaching, parents should sustain family worship. Children 
may be told of their dependence on God, and of their obligation 
to love him, to pray to him, and to praise him ; but how little will 
all this avail when the lesson is not impressed by a consistent ex- 
ample, and when there is no visible recognition of God, But in- 
deed those who do not pray with their families, will not be apt to 
give much religious counsel, for the consciousness of their own 
neglect of duty will keep them silent, lest they provoke from a 
child the mental retort, Physician heal thyself. 

The great value of family worship, however, is in the help it 
gives in securing the everlasting salvation of the members of the 
family. Parents, what do you most desire for your children ? 
Tour answer is, My heart's desire and prayer to God for them is, 
that they may be saved. Then set up God's worship in your 
house, as one of the best means of realizing that desire. Let the 
little child as soon as he becomes old enough to notice any thing, 
see the elder members of the family daily assembling for this duty 
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— let him behold the seriousness of their looks, and how every 
worldly employment is thrown aside to attend to it — let him, as 
he becomes able, read his verse in turn, or lift up his voice in 
prayer and praise, and it cannot fail but that such a child will im- 
bibe early religious impressions which nothing in after life can en- 
tirely obliterate. If family devotions do not secure the speedy 
conversion of children, they will leave a tender place in the con- 
science which all future associations cannot harden, and through 
which the arrows of conviction may reach the heart. The remem- 
brances of home devotions— of a parent's form bending morning 
and evening in prayer, and of a parent's voice pleading with God 
for children, will come up to the prodigal son in after years, and 
often prove the means of bringing him back to the paths of peace. 
But indeed, it is not usual that family worship is so long in devel- 
oping its good fruits. Children taught to kneel at the family altar 
are generally found n kneeling at the altar in God's house in an 
early confession of Christ. From families where God is worship- 
ped we expect, at confirmations, our largest harvest, and at com- 
munions our chief accessions, and from thence, .we doubt not, large 
proportionate numbers go to swell the ranks of the glorified. 

Surely we need present no further motive to family prayer 7 
Why do any neglect it ? The reply of some may be, that they do 
not feel qualified to conduct it, because they cannot express them- 
selves with freedom and propriety. But we have many and excel- 
lent forms of devotion, which all who can read and feel, may use 
in their families, and we herewith offer them another, which has the 
merit of having grown into its present shape by actual use in a 
Christian family, and so may suit the wants of others, as well as 
the wants which called it into existence. Do they object because 
their lives are sinful, or because they have made no profession of 
religion, and deem it therefore improper for them to lead in prayer ? 
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Let them reform, and not continue in such a state of sin that they 
cannot pray for, and with their own household. But after all, is 
not false shame the real cause of their neglect ? They are afraid 
to hear their own voice in worship — some irreligious member of 
the family, whose ridicule they dread, will be present ; or the diffi- 
culty is in taking up the cross, and making a beginning. But all 
these fears and hindrances will vanish or prove light, when the ob- 
servance is actually undertaken. Generally the other inmates of 
the dwelling will heartily assent to the proposal of prayer, and to 
them we say, that it is their duty to aid the head of the family in 
erecting the altar to God, and in sustaining its worship. If you 
dishearten him by your levity, or by the chilling look of sarcasm, 
contempt, or indifference — if you gather slowly at summons of 
the bell — if you do not kneel with others, and seem more like a 
spy upon the proceeding than a hearty participator in it, all this 
will tend to discourage in a work which is hard at the best for poor , 
flesh and blood rightly to perform, and in which all of help that 
can be gained is needful. A wife is bound to see that all her 
charge be in readiness, so that the master's business, which may 
not bear delays, be not hindered, or his spirit, which may not brook 
them, be not crossed, and so he find a plea for neglect of prayer, in 
her neglect of co-operation. Speak freely with each other, ye who 
dwell together, upon this subject. Encourage the beginning of 
family worship if you have hitherto neglected it — lay out your 
Bibles and Prayer Books, and let each take a part in reading verse 
by verse — make your domestic liturgy, like that of God's house, 
responsive — by all means, if it be possible, add the singing of 
psalms and hymns as a part of your worship — if the father will 
not take his proper place let the mother conduct devotions — if bu- 
siness call him away before the family arise in the morning, let 
there be at least evening worship — if he be absent all the week, 
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let the privilege be enjoyed on the Lord's Day. There is no ex- 
cuse for the neglect of family prayer in any household, no pos- 
sible plea on which its non-observance can be justified, and it would 
hardly seem possible that any one having the least regard for God, 
or his own soul, and the souls of his family, could seek a plea for 
such neglect. 

May God help every reader to do all that in him lies, to set up 
and maintain the worship of Jehovah in his own dwelling, and 
through this manual of devotion, or in some other that may seem 
preferable, let the incense of prayer and praise from the domestic 
altar ascend day by day to the throne of grace.

Raise us, 
we beseech thee, from the death of sin, to a life of right- 
eousness, that we may rest in Jesus Christ, and at the gen- 
eral resurrection in the last day, when he shall come in his 
glorious majesty, to judge both the quick and the dead, we 
may be found acceptable in thy sight, and rise to the life im- 
mortal, through him, who liveth and reigneth, with thee, and 
the Holy Ghost, world without end.
